and  a  new  title  given  “How  We 
Made  the  Old  Farm  Pay.”  At  that 
time  also,  “Green’s  Fruit  Grower,”  then 
a  quarterly  was  being  published, — later 
it  was  made  a  monthly  and  had  about 
125,000  subscribers. 

It  is  now  1935 — this  boy  now  a  man 
has  spent  51  years  amongst  fruit  and 
flowers,  —  first  a  general  workman, 
after,  two  years  as  Superintendent  of 
the  Packing  House,  and  for  over  40 
years  as  General  Superintendent  of  the 
Nurseries.  When  Green’s  Nursery  e.  H.  BURSON 
Company  was  incorporated  he  invested 
his  savings  in  the  Company,  securing  a  number  of  the 
shares  and  later  on  was  a  majority  Stockholder,  also 
a  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  Secretary. 
He  it  is  who  now  succeeds  to  Green’s  Nursery  Company 
business,  and,  if  experience,  the  desire  to  serve  all  new 
and  old  patrons  counts,  then  you  have  the  assurance 
that  the  enviable  reputation  of  Green’s  Nursery  Com¬ 
pany  will  be  upheld  in  the  fullest  extent.

In  these  days  when  general  farming  is  a  problem, 
when  returns  have  not  covered  living  and  labor  expenses 
in  seme  instances,  why  not  consider  planting  small 
fruits,  such  as  currants,  strawberries,  raspberries,  and 
blackberries  We  have  made  more  clear  money  from 
three  or  four  acres  of  these  than  from  fifty  acres  in 
hay  and  grain.

Some  of  the  Department  Stores  in  cities  have  done 
quite  a  big  business  in  disposing  of  Roses  and  Shrubs 
the  last  few  years — sometimes  these  plants  have  proved 
satisfactory,  considering  the  price  paid,  but  often  buyers 
have  been  disappointed,  plants  did  not  grow,  and  more 
often  they  did  not  prove  true  to  label.  One  patron  tells 
us  he  bought  15  roses  and  only  3  proved  true  to  label. 
It  would  seem  advisable  to  purchase  No.  1  bushes  of 
a  reputable  grower  at  a  fair  price,  and  avoid  later  dis¬ 
appointment. 
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RASPBERRIES 

RELIABLE  VARIETIES. — We  have  selected  the  5 
best  varieties  of  raspberries  for  our  customers  and  rec¬ 
ommend  that  you  plant  these  varieties,  which,  in  our 
opinion,  supersede  all  others  in  quality,  flavor  and  pro¬ 
ductiveness.  We  will  be  glad,  however,  to  furnish  any  of 
the  leading  varieties  of  raspberries  at  the  same  prices 
as  offered  by  other  reliable  growers.  Green’s  extra 
strong  1  year  bushes  are  the  same  as  those  generally 
offered  by  nurserymen  as  No.  1  plants.  Green’s  selected 
2  year  transplanted  bushes  are  in  a  class  by  themselves. 

How  to  Plant  Raspberries 

Plant  raspberries  3  to  4  feet  apart  in  rows  which  are 
6  feet  apart.  The  old  wood  should  be  cut  out  as  soon 
as  it  has  fruited,  and  with  the  red  varieties,  thin  out 
the  suckers  each  spring  to  5  or  6  on  each  hill.  Black 
and  purple  varieties  should  be  pinched  early  when  the 
canes  are  about  2  feet  high.  Nitrate  of  Soda  will  hurry 
up  the  growth  of  the  plants,  but  rich  barnyard  manure 
applied  annually  or  semi-annually  will  keep  the  plants 
in  vigor. 

Almost  any  well  drained  soil  is  suitable  for  Rasp¬ 
berries.  Sandy  loam  or  light  clay  is  best,  but  any  good 
corn  or  potato  soil  is  satisfactory.  Raspberries  require 
plenty  of  moisture  but  will  not  do  well  on  wet  soils. 
Avoid  setting  new  plantings  near  old  Raspberry  patches. 

Charles  A.  Green  was  possibly  the  first  raspberry  en¬ 
thusiast  to  advise  the  value  of  raspberries  for  home 
and  commercial  growing.
